Release Kenyatta now! 


EN in Parliament last week I 

urged that Jomo Kenyatta should 

be released, Mr. Iain Macleod, the 

Colonial Secretary, replied in these 
terms: : 


“The Governor knows perfectly well 
that- he could- today form a strong and 
stable Government from people of all 
races if he released.Mr. Kenyatta. ‘There 
is nothing Kenya more desires than a 
strong and stable Government, and I 
share that desire to the full.’ But I have 
made it absolutely clear that matters of 
law and order are not matters in which 
one can bargain.” 

When John Stonehouse suggested that law 
and order would be undermined if Kenyatta 
continued to be detained, Mr. Macleod 
said: ae 

“There can be no swifter way of 
destroying the prospects for the future of 
Kenya. than by.retreating from a position 
so deliberately taken up by the Governor 
and the British Government.” 

. The Colonial Secretary spoke deliberately. 
He prefaced his remarks by expressing the 
hope that his words would reach beyond 
the House, meaning that he hoped they 
would reach the people of Kenya. Yet 
what he said was strangely unlike his usual 
approach to such issues. For a moment I 
thought I was back in the arrogant days of 
Mr. Lennox-Boyd. 

Examine these statements. First there is 
the acknowledgement that the Governor of 
Kenya knows that he could form a stable 
inter-racial Government if he released Ken- 
yatta. Second he says that there is nothing 
the Governor and he desire more. Third 
he says that he won’t bargain about law and 
order. Fourth he says that the future of 
Kenya would be destroyed if the Governor 
retreated from his refusal to release Ken- 
yatta. 

This is surely the full circle of contradic- 
tion. The first condition of law and order 
in Kenya or anywhere else is a stable Goy- 
ernment. Mr. Macleod admits that it could 
be got by liberating Kenyatta. Yet Kenya’s 
future would be destroyed if this were 


done ! 
OBSTINACY 


This is not statesmanship. It is obstinacy. 
The Governor has made a mistake. He 
must stand by it. 

It is also dictatorship. There has just 
been an election in Kenya. The Kenyatta 
issue was the main issue.

thanks to European votes. It was hoped 
that KADU and Mr. Michael Blundell’s 
European Liberals might form. a Coalition.

With- 
out the Africans and the Liberal Europeans 
no Government can be formed from the 
elected members: The ‘Governor would 
have to rule through his nominated officials. 


This would. be a disastrous beginning for 
the new constitution. It would dash to the 
ground the real hope of inaugurating a 
Kenya based on inter-racial co-operation. 
It would make nonsense of any claim that 
something like democracy has been estab- 
lished in Kenya. It would invite a return 
to unconstitutional methods undermining 
law and order. It would ruin Kenya’s 


future. 
KADU and KANU 


KANU originally took the position that 
it would not even send representatives to 
see Kenyatta whilst he remained exiled. 1 
am glad that the Party has now withdrawn 
from that position. .KADU’s representa- 
tives have seen Kenyatta. without revealing 
his mind. TI hope that KANU might obtain 
from him a declaration which would show 
that he is ready to co-operate in’ Kenya’s 
democratic advance if the Governor will 
permit democracy to function. 

I hope that what I now write will reach 
Kenyatta. He has a great opportunity to 
crown the long work which he did for 
Kenya’s freedom. The Africans have gained 
a majority in the Legislature. The resist- 
ance of the reactionary Europeans has been 
broken. The leaders of the mass African 
movements can become the Government. 
Democratic Independence is within the 
reach of Kenya. Kenyatta himself, if he 
so desires, can become the head of ‘that 
independent Kenya. 

If he were now to make clear that he 
will co-operate in this democratic advance 
and advise the African Parties to take full 





advantage of the opportunities which it pro- 
vides, it would become impossible for the 
Governor and Mr. Macleod to maintain 
their present attitude. 


They might save their faces by requiring 
a trifling transition, but they would not dare 
to shatter the immediate hope of co-opera- 
tive advance. 


The present constitution would not per-. 
mit Kenyatta»as an ex+prisoner to become 
a member of the Legislature, but once the 
African majority functioned that could be 
amended. Kenyatta could, before the end 
of his life give an independent Kenya the 
constructive leadership which must surely 
be his deepest ambition. 

When one writes of Kenyatta there is 
always the inhibition of the charge and the 
sentence of his responsibility for Mau Mau. 
I have never believed that he had any share 
in its* appalling course which was’ more 
anti-African in its violence than anti-Euro- 
pean. Two thousand Africans. were killed 
by Mau Mau; 32. European civilians. Ken- 
yatta was already in prison when Leslie 
Hale and I visited Kenya. in the autumn of 
1952, and Mau Mau violence had then 
hardly begun. He could have had no re- 
sponsibility for its atrocious development. 

There is no case for keeping Kenyatta in 
exile. Since Mau Mau new African move- 
ments have grown up in Kenya with able 
leaders dedicated to its democratic libera- 
tion. They revere the brave pioneer work 
which Kenyatta did for African freedom in 
the long period before Mau Mau. They 
wish to honour him. But they would not 
be deflected from their chosen .path of 
political advance, rapid but democratic, even 
if Kenyatta desired this—and there is not a 
shred of evidence that he does. 

On the other side, there is the grave 
danger that Kenya’s new beginning will be 
broken in disaster if Kenyatta is not re- 
leased. Mr. Macleod will not be true to 
himself or his record in Africa if he coun- 
tenances that.

The “disarmament” conferences © and 
commissions that have been held ever since 
the end. of the First World War have been 
concerned with reduction of armaments, not 
with total disarmament. It is only recently, 
when the Ten Nations Commission was set 
up in 1960; that the aim of disarmament 
was designated as, |‘ general.” 


All the discussions, however, have been 
based upon the possibility of ‘control’ and 
inspection while’ disarmament was in’ pro- 
cess, and after it was’ achieved. Here, as in 
the ,past, the hopes. of real disarmament 
begin to fade, and words take on an appear- 
ance of mere rhetoric.

QNE of the drawbacks 
of a. Democracy. is 
that im order to avoid 
dictatorship we have to 
have a number of com- 
peting authorities who 
spend most of their time 
contradicting each other. 
Most English -people 
don’t mind this, because 
they believe Freedom depends on_leaying 
all important questions open, But the result 
is that the people are always being told to 
do two opposite things at once, 


For example, yesterday I read two. adyer- 
tisements, one by the Fuel and Power 
Ministry advocating central. heating to save 
fuel, the other by the Coal Board saying 
there’s nothing so. cheerful as a nice open 
fireplace, 


But never do the authorities and experts 
cancel each other out more persistently than 
when they’re telling the people tab to do 
with their money. 


For forty years every responsible British 
citizen’ has beeii permanently confronted by 
the question: “ Ought I to save money: or 
spend it?” For our! ¢conomic experts have 
never been able to agree as to which was 
the more important at any given time. 


' This question’ was. particularly ' pressing 
during the great pre-war slump. I remember 
one day reading two letters, side by side in 
The Times, by two eminent economic 
experts, One said we should save as much 
as possible, for investment in the export 
industries, The other said we should spend 
ag much as ‘possible, to revive the home 
market. 


Ini’ told that ‘the efforts of conscientious 
people, tobe. savers and. spenders simul- 
taneously is..one of the commonest causes 
of schizophrenia, Maybe.

The great difficulty underlying the obvi- 
ously, genuine desire of Russia to ‘avoid a 

Major. .war,-and desire of );the Western 
Powers to feel secure against the spread of 
Communism through reliance upon , the 
threat of nuclear war, is the fact that the 
scientific knowledge of nuclear manufacture 


cannot be erased, and the formula is there 
for-all time. 


Therefore, however reasonably the Great 
Powers may decide to act in’ regard to 
making general disarmament their aim, their 
fears and suspicions, and their own know- 
ledge, forces them to demand safeguards 
which can never be achieved: Inspection 
might turn out to be nothing but “ spying ” 
control might turn out to need armed. forces 
behind it. Of course, the Prime Ministers 
have recognised that there is a balance of 
“risks”; there is the risk of some nation 
cheating over disarmament, and there is the 
tisk of the arms race developing into a 
major war. 


So—they declare for disarmament by 
agreement; but it must be disarmament safe- 
guarded in every possible way. The Rus- 
sian fears of spying must be satisfied, and 
the Western fears of Russian secret conceal- 
ment of enough nuclear power to win a 
war against those who had “trustingly ” 
disarmed must be overcome. 


It is clear that there is only one way of 
guarding against such understandable fears, 
and that is for one nation to show that they 
not only trust others but can themselves be 
trusted, by disarming now, without condi- 
tions. Britain could give this lead, but only 
if it is based upon’ the conviction that war 
and its weapons are a sin against humanity, 
and against the whole conception of the 
brotherhood of man, can it be a stable and 
unalterable decision. 


Total disarmament, not for expediency, 
not even for safety, but because it is a 
moral obligation, is the only way in which 
complete abolition could be achieved and 
be permanent.

Ireland. conference 
on~ reconciliation 


RISH ‘pacifists have for several years 
been seeking to ease the tensions 
between Eire and Northern Ireland by 
calling a series of conferences. _ The 
fourth such conference. was_ called 
jointly by the Irish Pacifist Movement 
and. the Northern Ireland. branch. of 
the Fellowship.of Reconciliation ..at 
Bray, Co. Wicklow, on February 25 
and 26. 


This: year the discussion was based on 
possibilities of economic. co-operation, and 
some 50 people of different, faiths and 
national affiliations took part. 


Dr. Labhras .O’Nuallain, lecturer. at 
University College, Galway, said that the 
advent of an Irish Common Market, in- 
volving increased economic "co-operation 
between North. and South, was inevitable. 
“As tariffs and other barriers to trade go 
down between.us and the, rest of Western 
Europe,” he stated, “so too will they go 
down between the United Kingdom and the 
Republic. Consequently they will go down 
also, between North and South.” 


Recognition 


Mr. Donald Turkington, a member. of 
the Young Unionists, pointed out that 
Northern Ireland in her réle asan integral 
part of the United Kingdom had joined the 
European Free Trade area. He urged Eire 
to do likewise, and this would result in 
greatly improved North-South relations. So 
would recognition of the Northern Govern- 
ment in. official speeches and statements, 
and a token lowering of tariffs. against 
certain UK goods entering Eire. 


Mr. Brian McGuigan of. Belfast said he 
thought there could be no real co-opera-

Postponed indefinitely ? 


“e 


T a poor rebellion! ’’ The 
derisive shout of the Hon. Mem- 

ber for Portsmouth West across the 
floor of the House of Commons on 
Monday night should not be ignored. 


It is true that Brigadier Clarke was 
merely trying to make political 
capital for the Tory Party; yet there 
is an obvious truth in his bait. When 
the hour came for the great show- 
down on armaments, the hour that 
offered every opportunity, the uni- 
lateralists could only muster five 
Members brave enough to vete for 
what they thought right. 

A brave act it certainly was, It needed 
courage. But what happened to all 
the others ? It would be kinder to 
gloss over this awkward question, It 
would be particularly kind to forget 
the avowed pacifist MPs who by 
their inaction have allowed them- 
selves to be mere cyphers in this 
matter. 

But this sort of blind eye can only 
weaken our movement. As it is, not 
only have the five offered an example 
which has not been followed; their 
stand and the reasons for it have 
been buried under the uglier row 
about leadership which continues in 
the Labour Party. 

It happened this way. After the five 
—Emrys Hughes, Michael Foot, S. 
O. Davies, William Baxter and 
Sydney Silverman—had been put out 


of the Parliamentary Labour Party 
last week, opportunities arose for 
further votes against military Esti- 
mates on Monday night. But instead 
of the five becoming five dozen or 
more, not one further MP joined 
them in the division lobby. 

Instead, during Monday, Labour MPs 
of different (and contradictory) views 


got together and sent a letter to Mr.’ 


Gaitskell asking for the five to be 
restored to the Parliamentary Party. 
Nearly all the well known unilater- 
alists signed this, and they were par- 
ticularly pleased to be able to get 
the support of ‘“‘ moderates” and 
middle-of-the-road men like » Mr. 
Chuter Ede (former Home Secretary 
and Leader of the House) and Sir 
Lynn Ungoed-Thomas, who sup- 
ports the policies of the NATO wing 
of the Party. 


Now here comes the point. In the 
words of The Times’ Political Cor- 
respondent on Tuesday: 

“To demonstrate that their objective 
is to try to restore unity in the Party, 
the signatories at a private meeting 
yesterday struck a bargain that they 
would not divide on the Service 
Estimates last night as a few of them 
intended.” 

So there we have it. For the chance of 
gaining the support of a few centre 
men (who presumably are ‘‘ moder- 
ately ” in favour of NATO) they lost 
their big opportunity of advancing 


the unilateralist case in the Com- 
mons. And now, as all the political 
pundits are quick to observe, the 
“defence”? debate is again hidden 
behind the leadership issue. 


Before the last General Election many 
loyal members of the Labour Party, 
including unilateralist MPs, were 
telling us that the objective of imme- 
diate importance was not to win the 
Labour Party to a new policy but to 
make it the Government. The new 
policy could come later. 

Frankly, this has always been. an 
absurd view (who ever heard of a 
Government making such a revolu- 
tionary change in its foreign policy 
halfway through its term of office?). 


Perhaps more people will be able to | 


see this point after this'week. If the 
unilateralist challenge collapses be- 
fore a few moderates, how far would 
it get against a NATO Government 
and a Tory opposition ? 

It cannot be said too often, moreover, 
that the idea of getting out of the 
arms race is one that automatically 
arouses all the popular prejudices 
built up by years of “my country 
right or wrong,”’ the sacredness of 
the Armed Forces and the devil 
theory of history—not forgetting all 
the other complex conditions which 
make Tory women’s conferences, for 
example, scream for the birch, the 
rope, and much else.

Norway on the question of nuclear arma- 
ments, and there is no doubt that the unity 
of the Labour Party is imperilled. 


In his. New Year speech Prime Minister 
Gerhardsen implied that in certain circum- 
stances it might be necessary to reconsider 
the clause in the new Party programme to 
the effect that ‘‘ atomic weapons will not be 
:allowed on Norwegian soil.” Opposition to 
the Government line is crystallising round 
the “ Orientering ” group, and the new pro- 
-gramme will be debated at the Party’s 
national assembly in April. 

The subject will be debated in Parliament 
in April or May, and there will be a big 
NATO conference in Oslo on May 8 A 
sit-down demonstration is being arranged in 
front of the NATO meeting place, to which 
the Danish campaign against atomic 
weapons is sending a strong demonstration; 
it is hoped that Swedes will also take part 
so that the demonstration will be under the 
banner “For a Scandinavia free from 
nuclear weapons.” 


An arrogant request 


rPHE Dutch Reformed Church of South 
Africa is not to be “ sidetracked from 
its proven way for the sake of world 
opinion.” 

The Synod of 350 delegates at Pretoria 
Jast week endorsed the Government’s apar- 
theid policy, and promised to continue to 
separate worshipping Whites from worship- 
ping non-Whites. 

Professor A. S. Geyser, one of the eleven 
Afrikaans pastors who wrote the book 
DELAYED ACTION, Which called for a fresh 
outlook on race relations, asked the Synod 
for a commission to investigate the alleged 
scriptural authority for apartheid. His re- 
quest was rejected, he was bitterly attacked 
during the debate, and the Chairman of the 
Synod condemned his attitude as arrogant. 


News in America 


MARGARET CURWEN of Weybridge 
wrote to the Editor of the New York 
Times challenging the reports in American 
newspapers that the protests made at the 
Holy Loch were no more significant than 
an amusing escapade by a handful of eccen- 
trics. The letter was printed in the New 
York Times on March 14. 


“The growing feeling against Polaris and 
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what it stands for,” Margaret Curwen 
wrote, “comes from every class and creed, 
not only from a pacifist minority. . .. We 
in this country would respect and like the 
American nation more if it would realise 
that since the discovery of weapons of mass 
annihilation war has become an impossible 
method of settling international differences. 
An alternative is both imperative and over- 
due.” 

PN readers may care to consider Time 
magazine’s version of the Holy Loch 
demonstrations printed in the March 10 
issue. In the characteristic time-honoured 
manner, all ban-the-bomb activity is dis- 
missed as ludicrous: “ Banning the bomb 
has become an outdoor sport that threatens 


to surpass bird watching. . . too far 
from the pacifists’ comfortable London 
hangouts to draw a crowd. Only six 


demonstrators showed up. . .”

An American oil company is building a 
refinery to make the island self-supporting 
in petroleum products.

There is no such thing as Jewish nation- 
ality. It is a religion and I see no reason 
why Jews of all nationalities should sud- 
denly feel an irresistible urge to settle in 
this tiny country.

The actual production of bacteriological 
weapons, reports John Maddox, was not 
under way by the time the war ended. The 
book also records the “somewhat surpris- 
ing fact” that Allied intelligence during the 
war did not produce tangible evidence that 
the Germans had developed and produced 
quantities of lethal and paralytic gases. 


CENSORSHIP EASING 
ON BOTH SIDES?

PRESIDENT KENNEDY directed 


on March 17 that in future the 
mails from Communist countries will 
not be intercepted for censorship or 
intelligence purposes. 

Since 1948 all except first class mail has 
been liable to interception, and the Post 
Office in the US estimates that some 
15,000,000 pieces, mostly magazines and 
journals addressed to universities and other 
academic and scientific institutions, have 
been seized. 

During this time the American Civil 
Liberties. Union sponsored three legal 
actions questioning the legality of mail 
seizure. The cases are pending in the 
Federal High Court. 

At the same time, newsmen in Moscow 
write of “strong reports ” that Mr, Khrush- 
chev may end the censorship of news stories 
sent out from Russia by the correspondents 
of foreign papers. An announcement is 
expected within the next month.

Israel and the Arab World 


N my aarticle “Israel and the Arab 

World” I reported the feelings and re- 
actions of Arabs to. the Israel problem, 
drawing my sources not from “a limited 
area,” as stated by Naomi Levine (PN, 
February 17), but from North Africa, 
(Morocco, Algeria and Tunisia), where I 
spent almost three years, and also from 
Egypt, where one meets Arabs from. all the 
Arab countries. 


It is not my approach that is violent, but 
the unanimous reaction of the Arab world 
to violence done to the Arabs of Palestine, 
and to their tragic plight. 


I have just spent five days in the refugee 
camps and hospitals of the Gaza strip and 
spoken to hundreds of Palestine refugees. 
I found the strength and passion of their 
feelings even greater than in other Arabs to 
whom I have spoken. 


They have endured sufferings, hardships 
and humiliation for 13 years, living in 
appalling conditions, in camps within sight 
of their homeland, and in some cases of 
their houses and the plots of land they used 
to till and where their cattle grazed, now 
occupied by the Jews. 


Their resolve to return to Palestine is 
unshakeable and they are willing—and in 
many cases eager—to fight in order to re- 
gain their rights in their own country. 


They were in no mood to listen to talk 
about finding a peaceful solution. ‘We 
have waited all these years and neither the 
United Nations nor the Western Powers 
have found a way to solve our problem,” 
they argued. ‘“ Now we know that we shall 
have to fight and we are ready to do so and 
willing to die to the last man.” 


In reporting this I am not being “ led by 
my sympathies to accept an act of violence 
by Egypt,” as Myrtle Solomon suggests. 
On the contrary, the pity which their plight 
aroused in me has increased my sympathy 
for the Arab refugees and my hope and 
desire is that their sufferings should cease. 
War can only bring them, and everybody 
in this part of the world, greater misery and 
may lead to a world conflagration. 


The fact that the existence of Israel and 
of a million Arab refugees are the result of 
war proves once again that war does not

This..question is central. to, the immediate 
political. debate..on nucleas.;policy.,. Few 
people now..want Britain, to. manufacture 
and stockpile her own;nuclear weapons; 

Even the Right-wing Labour leaders have 
been forced to abandon their old zrguments 
for this policy, and no section of the 
Labour Party is now openly committed to 
the view that the country should be an 
independent nuclear Power. The differences 
within the Party concern its attitude to an 
alliance relying on nuclear weapons. 


Mr. Gaitskell claims to believe that 


' ‘NATO can be reformed” by persuading the 


USA to give an undertaking not to use 
nuclear weapons. first, by taking control of 
the weapons out of the hands of soldiers 
and giving it to politicians, and by enlarg- 
ing the NATO Council to give effect to this 
political control. 

None of these conditions is likely to be 
accepted by the USA, since they contradict 
the «notion of “deterrence. If nuclear 
weapons have any deterrent: value it lies in 
the threat that they will be used instantly 
against a supposed aggression. ‘The mili- 
tarist sees no point in‘ having nuclear 
weapons which can “be used ‘only by 
approval of a civilian council meeting after 
the enemy has struck with his own decisive 
weapons. 


Counter-meves 
Those of us who oppose Mr. Gaitskell 
reject this nonsense about reforming 


NATO, as' we: also reject any proposals for 
forming a new NATO nuclear force. Such 
a move. is bound. to be >followed by 


‘counter-moves, and an intensification of ‘the

Allen’ Dulles’ record from beginning’ to 
end shows he has been deeply involved in 
anti-Soviet, pro-German, -pro-Big Oil Busi- 
ness and (if the documents found in the 
Nazi files are to be trusted) anti-Semitic 
circles. 

For instance, at the Paris ‘peace confer- 
ence in December, 1918, we find him 
strongly in favour of the idea of interven- 
tion in Russia to overthrow the Bolsheviks. 
He describes the revolutionary danger in 
panic-stricken terms which suggest that his 
informants—Polish and Lithuanian emigrés 
—had strong views on the matter.

"THIS article is a critique of the pre- 

sent medical services provided in 
Tangayika territory, a country moving 
fast toward’ complete ‘independence, 
having voted in its first representative 
government in September of last year. 


As no definite plans forthe future have 
been published the discussion will centre 
round the present set-up with a note on 
how it could be developed. 


The writer has perforce to criticise Afri- 
cans, At a time when most liberal opinion 
is firmly, if occasionally blindly on the side 
of Africans, this will probably proved un- 
popular, but even now the daily running of 
the medical services is in African’ hands, 
and ’ere long all decisions at all levels will 
be taken by Africans. I feel therefore that 
some reflections on the African character 
are in order. 


The impact of Western civilisation on the 
African has altered the character of the 
latter: considerably; it has grafted a new 
(and mainly’ false) set of values’on to a 
flimsy skeleton of barely formulated prin- 
ciples, which make the African a misfit in 
the new society the West has cteated in 
Africa. 


Cultural Values 


Apart from some efforts on the part of 
outstanding missionary teachers there has 
been little’ or no attempt to impart an 
appreciation of the cultural ‘values of the 
West as distinct from the materialism of 
the West whichis sweeping Africa, With- 
out attempting to define these values at this 
stage, one may briefly describe them as our 
Christian heritage. 


Consequently, a sense of responsibility, 
integrity and honesty, and above all voca- 
tion, is well-night absent in the majority of 
“ educated ” Africans. This lack affects all

MEDICAL SERVICES IN

in the medical services. 


Tanganyika is one of: the poorest coun- 
tries. south of .the Sahara, and the Royal 
Commission of 1955 found. that even in- 
cluding non-Africans the average per-capita 
net product of Tanganyika was so low that 
there is little margin to provide for any 
capital development,, This fact, linked with 
the personal shortcomings noted above, re- 
present the two decisive factors influencing 
the future of the medical service in Tan- 
ganyika. 


The main pattern of the services extant 
is one of widely separated small dispen- 
saries run by Africans with varying periods 
of medical training. The quality of the 
dresser depends largely on the wealth of the 
local authority employing him. The more 
training he has (e.g., a Rural Medical Aid 
has two years’ training) the bigger salary he 
commands. Thus richer Native Authorities 
staff their dispensaries with Rural. Medical 
Aids while poorer local. authorities have to 
be content with tribal dressers with perhaps 
three months’ training. 


Bare knewledge 


The entire health of the people of the 
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The sheer lack of training in itself means 
that many patients are wrongly diagnosed 
or never diagnosed at all. | Better roads, 
more doctors, more transport and a rise in 
the general level of medical training will 
telieve this lack. Until a few years ago 
educational facilities were sadly lacking 
here. There has been a considerable speed- 
up of late, but education to and beyond 
school-certificate. level is expensive to the 
parent with a large family who cannot 
afford to pay for the schooling his child 
deserves. 


There are at present 14 African: doctors 
out of a population of 8,000,000. ~ Until 
there are many, many more African doctors 
who understand the African mind: (and this 
we have signally failed to do) and accept 
the values outlined below there can be little 
improvement in the day-to-day medical ser- 
vice available to the average African. living 
in his farming. community. outside, the main 
towns. 


The problem is two-fold: lack of wealth 
which restricts training and the fact that 
Western civilisation has. corrupted the Afri- 
can to such an extent that whatever major 
improvements are effected through loans, 
etc., will be imperilled because of the basic 
lack, of responsibility. 


Europeans here just don’t believe the Afri- 
can has sufficient mental apparatus to ab- 
sorb any teaching of ethics or a system of 
morality and consequently no attempt. to 
teach these things has been made.

The entire health of the people of the 
district is served by a dispensary which. is 
in the hands of these barely knowledgeable 
people. The dispensaries are visited by 
European doctors and/or a medical 
assistant (who has a’ higher» educational 
standard—just short of school certificate and 
three years’ training) who supply drugs and 
attempt some supervision of the outlying 
dispensaries. 


The doctor is based on a hospital which 
may be between 50 and 250 miles away, 
and the frequency of visits is determined by 
the state of the roads, time, and the avail- 
ability of transport. On these supervisory 
trips, acutely ill patients who may be 
accessible are picked up together with those 
patients whose diagnosis is obscure. 


The loopholes of the system are obvious. 
The dependence of the local populace on 
the person in charge of the dispensary 
means that he can, and does, demand money 
for injections, etc., although in most parts 
of Tanganyika drugs are free as the people 
pay for them indirectly through taxation. 
People unable or unwilling to pay get 
scanty attention. 


Lost compassion 


It is as well to add here that amongst 
“ emancipated ” Africans compassion is well 
nigh absent except in the very highly edu- 
cated minority. The faculty of compassion 
is certainly present.in the African who has 
remained in his own tribal surroudings and 
shunned schooling and the towns. But 
somewhere along the line in the process of 
education or “ civilisation” this faculty is 
lost. Hospital staff share this loss, and the 
lack of compassion showed by the average 
member of the hospital staff is one of the 
first sharp impressions the young European 
doctor working here experiences.

Tribal ‘ grip’ 


Most. observers agree that Africans 
change notably once they go to school. 
This is the beginning of the process of 
Westernisation and the point where the 
parental and tribal .“ grip” on the child 
weakens. What.is put in its place? The 
short. answer is, nothing. Tribal values 
were in the main related to respect of the 
tribal chief, who enjoyed special privileges. 
Respect for personal property and crops. 
The penalising of adultery. Emphasis on 
the tribal unit and disinterest in, or hostility 
towards other tribal units. The “ sphere of 
influence” was therefore very small, but 
within tribes a semblance of order was 
maintained. 


Tribal values and the philosophy con- 
tained in them’ have gone, for the eman- 
cipated African at least, and.the task of 
putting another set of values in their place 
has been shunned by the administration 
here. 


The authorities here have emphasised the 
technical side of our civilisation in schools 
and have built up a false image of the 
school as being merely a centre for passing 
examinations, - No attempt to teach ethics 
has been made and no attempt to inculcate 
those values that has given Western civilisa- 
tion her moments of glory has been made. 


The reasons for this are, I think, firstly, 
that the people in charge of education have 
never examined themselves fully to appre- 
ciate how much we take for granted (and 
the heritage of our civilisation can never be 
known by an African), and whatever our 
dogmatic opinions may be, the humanism 
of Christianity affects us all. Secondly, the 
paternalism of imperialism affects most 
people in the administration here: Most

CND have built up a national reputation 
for the highest standard of behaviour in the 
numerous mass demonstrations they have 
held since their formation in 1958. It will 
be surprising if the village shows many 
traces of the marchers once they have left. 

But CND are not organising a “ Keep 
Britain Tidy ” week. The aims and objects 
of their march have a deeper purpose. 
They wish to rid Britain of bases such as 
the one in Wethersfield because they con- 
stitute a threat to our very existence. 


As the four-day march proceeds through 
Braintree, Chelmsford, Brentwood, Rom- 
ford, Stratford and the heart of the East 
End of London the connection will be 
made.

Service Estimates go through without a 
division. Some of our colleagues thought 
that our vote would dwindle and that this 
would give the impression in the country 
that MPs’ support for the Scarborough 
decision was weakening. 

Then of course there was the question of 
Party loyalty which we do not lightly ignore 
either. 

But there are other loyalties. Loyalties 
to our conscience—to our constituents—to 
our supporters in the country. So when 
the vote was called five of us said “no” 
and went into the Division Lobby. 

When the figures of the vote were an- 
nounced the result was indeed astonishing 
—200 against five. Where were the other 
400 MPs? On these sums of money about 
two-thirds of the members had not voted. 
An extraordinary result in an extraordinary 
division. 

The Labour members who were there did 
not vote. So they did not vote for the 
H-Bomb, for the deterrent, or for the Army 
and Air Force, or indeed for anything. 

Mr. George Brown’s argument has been 
that to vote against the Estimates. will be 
misunderstood in the country as a vote 
against any money at all for anything and 
for the immediate abolition of everything. 
That is, of course, a simplification of Par- 
liamentary procedure. 

Votes against the Estimates are votes of 
protest. The Opposition frequently votes in 
this way to show its objection to Govern- 
ment policy. But how did George Brown 
vote? He didn’t vote at all. So the 
Labour Party did not vote either, even for 


the wonderful conventional armaments. 

The next day the Shadow Cabinet rushed 
through the ordinary business meeting a 
recommendation for our expulsion. It was 
not on the Agenda and we did not even 
know what the recommendation was until 
it was read out. 

Right-wing members as well as Left were 
opposed to the Shadow Cabinet’s recom- 
mendation, but it was forced through with 
half the Labour MPs absent. 

I could write a lot more, for the im- 
plications of this for the Labour Party are 
enormous. Did we do the tight thing ? 
OF COURSE WE DID.

ILLLOWING on the news (reported 
in Peace News last week) that the 
Glasgow Trades Council is to hold its 
biggest anti-war march in Glasgow on 
May Day, The Scotsman reports that 
thousands of West of Scotland Trade 
Unionists are planning a massive anti- 
Polaris demonstration.

The Council have turned down the 
application made by the Campaign for 
Nuclear Disarmament to use the 
playing fields. 

Despite this, the villagers are likely to 
give the marchers a friendly reception.

For there is a long history of complaints 
about the way land has been taken away 
from local farmers; the noise caused by 
aircraft; the general nuisance caused while 
the construction of the bomber base was in 
progress. 

Wethersfield was a bomber base during 
the war. After hostilities ceased the land 
was given back to the farmers. In 1948, 
after the formation of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation, Wethersfield was 
selected from among five sites to be one of 
the largest bases in that area of the country. 

At first the aircraft were ‘“‘ conventional ” 
bomber planes. Then, with the nuclear race 
with Russia being stepped up, the jet 
bombers moved into Wethersfield in 1956. 

For months village life was upset while 
the runways were being extended to accom-
